GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

We have alroady given somo. particalars 
of the new Toman steamer City of New 
York. She hus now arrived in Liverpoul, 
and commences her run across the Adantic 
on Aug, Ll. She ia the first Atlantic liner 
that hae beon fitted with a twin screw, sind 
the first that bas ventured to rely on farced 
draught to produce the neccesary steam 
pressure rather than enlarge the numbor of 
boilers, Tho reasun that the twin screw 
has not been used in the mercantile marine 
hitherto is that a donble set of engines 
working two sinall scrgwa on either side of 
the rudder involved the additional cost of 
uukiug two complete sets of engines and 
shafts and screws instead of one ;and be- 
cause the horae-pawer: that would produce 
a given eflective result of apeed out of a 
single screw would not prodice aon cqual 
syeed out of the two scrows, for it isobrious 
that much of the horso-powor developed in 
the builers is oxpended in overcuming the 
initial friction that results frona donbling 
the moving parts. - For instance, tho ateam

MARINE INSSURANOH IN CHINA. 

Tn a gonoral article: on Marino Insurance 
the Skipping Guz-tte, though it haa not al- 
ways the bout om- the right log, says +— 
he China companies have made  cansidar- 
abla effort to work without anything Hke 
an adequate reserve fund, and the result is 
chat many of them ‘have got into difliculties, 
Tho Ubinese Tnsarance Company is in 
liquidation, The Yangteze iy not.in a-posi- 
tion to pay any bonuses just at progent, 
and all tho other Chinesy companies have 
alnwst without excoption been compelled 
materially to limit their distributions of 
vouuaes, Thoy have tried what could bo 
done by ‘cutting rates,’ and the results 
have cortainly uot been satisfactory. [tis 
very onsy to undorbid tmde rivals in any 
given dopavtinent of business, but it is fery 
dificult indecd to make the opstation 
a permanent ateecss The truth is 
that the longer the Uhiness companies por- 
aist in their present attitude: of hostili- 
ty against all the old-established mar- 
kets, and in theirs policy of ‘cntting? 
down ratos, the more. impossible will it be 
for them to live. Business in Sbavghai, 
and in the uther grost Ohinese purta, is 
always prutty brisk ; but tha Chinoso eom- 
panies ought to. remember that from tine 
immemorial thero has been considerable 
searcity of money ih theso ports. Soma 
timo ago wo hoard that foroigners in Shang- 
hai were cntting down their expenaea to the 
lowest degree of retrenchment, Some of 
-them have turned to living in Chinese houses 
with their Chineso wives in order to save 
thomselves the trouble of hougskoopiug, 80 
that they may bo able to live frugally for 
about $50.0 month. The natives feel tho 
prosont depression of trade very severely. 
A merchant in Shanghai suys that he had 
tu buy, somo tine ago, dn article for $8, 
for which he had two days previcusly 
offered $10. Tho vender then declared 
that he would uot tuke less-than $12, and 
thesame gentloman purchased goods from a 
furniture dealer for $80 ono day, which ha 
was asked $100 fora weok previously, . How- 
sea are to be let in all diractions and altoge- 
ther thestate of business ia bad, Ef this be tha 
condition of affairs in Shanghai, which is 
the principal commercial port of Chivia, it 
is quite obvious that tho atate of affairs can- 
not be much bettor elaawhere, and it ia upon 
tho state of business that the protits of in- 
surance companivs in the ast rosort depend. 
The experiences of the China companies 
have besn so unpleasant that the question 
has, we imagino, been set to rest for ever. 
This much, howwevor, is quite clear, that 
something of the, difficulty in which the 
China companies find themselves involved 
is due to.un over eugor haste un their park 
to seeuro business which ia done far bottar 
here. Inthe insurance world, as in every 
other, the policy of cutting down rates is a 
policy which, avonor or later, brings ils awn 
punishment wpon those who resort to it. 
‘We are not surprised thatin the case of the 
‘Yangtaze a considerable expression of faul- 
ing took pines, and thut ono of the share. 
holders dwelt upon a recent failure of a 
large firm of marine brokers in Glasgow, sa 
showing tho vory unaound state of marine 
insurance wthume, He auid that possibly it 
might by better te wind up tha affuire of" 
thoix companies at once, instend of accopting ° 
risks at ruinous rates, The difficulty ig 
vhat the iiatilities incucged by the com. 
puuies at home and abroad are of such » 
charactor that it is almost impossible for 
either of them to stop. Tt ia quite time 
that some effort were made to induce both 
parties to the atruggle to soe that in marine 
inaurance, ng in every other branch of 
human energy, there is a golden mean 
which ought to be ubsorved, and if it is nod 
observed, the breach of that observance will 
bring with it its own punishment. Zt is 
not very long ago that the China companies 
were suppused to be making fortnnes fur 
their aharebolders, It is quite clear now 
tha they have been doing nothing of tha 
ind.
